London, Aug. -1. — Joseph Chamberlain 
reopened the fiscal campaign this after- 
noon, addressing a meeting of ten or 
twelve thousand persons from the sur- 
rounding agricultural counties in the 
riding school of the Welheck Abbey, 
near Worksop, Nottinghamshire, lie 
maintained that the misery of their 
grandfathers was due, not to the price 
of grain, as alleged by the free traders, 
hut to lack of employment.

He would place 
imilar duty of 50 cents per quarter on 
every kind of grain except maize, which 
was an important foodstuff, and 5 per 
cent, on meat, dairy products, lumber, 
eiieese and preserved milk, poultry, eggs, 
vegetables and fruit. 



London,. Aug. 4.— The controversy over 
the (sinking of the British steamer 
Knight Commander is not expected 
either in British government or Russian 
diplomatic circles here to reach an acute 
Stage, both governments having adopted 
a conciliatory attitude. 

Lord Lansdowne instructed Sir Chas. 
Hardingo, the British ambassador at St. 
Petersburg, to discuss the question of 
compensation for the owners of the 
Knight Commander with Foreign Min- 
ister Luiiisdorff, and it is believed hern 
that the hitter will make an offer sat- 
isfactory to the British government. 

Count Uenckeudorff, the Russian am- 
bassador, hail a conference yesterday 
with Foreign Secretary Lansdowne 
which brought tin; two governments ap- 
preciably nearer a settlement. Beyond 
the question of the sinking of the ship 
they discussed in a friendly spirit the 
principles involved in the act. Count 
BenckendorlE referred to the various 
regulations issued since 1S1J5 authorizing 
naval commanders, in certain contingen- 
cies, to sink neutral vessels carrying 
contraband, ' and which had not been 
made the subject of protest. He also 
quoted Prof. Maarten's work on interna- 
tional law upholding the right of a bel- 
ligerent to sink- a noutral vessel carry- 
ing contraband under certain conditions, 
such as when confronted by superior 
strength. Prof, Maarten, tlie ambassa- 
dor pointed out, was recognized by Great 
Britain as an authority on international 
law, having noted as arbitrator on sev- 
eral cases in accordance with the invi- 
tation of tlio British Government. 

Lord Lansdowne, however, did not 
modify his previously expressed view 
that Admiral Jt-ssen acted contrary to 
international law. There is talk of a 
modification of the Russian naval regu- 
lations which will prevent a recurrence 
of such as the sinking of the Knight 
Commander, hut whether they are modi- 
lied or not the Associated Press has 
reason to believe that an understanding 
has been reached to the effect that only 
tinder the most extraordinary circum-

TRANSIENT TRADfcR 
BYLAW CAST OUT 



Magistrate Hall Declares Sec 
Hon Dealing With Bond Is 
Ultra Vires. 



Magistrate Hull dismissed the sum- 
mons against A. Blygh in the Police 
court yesterday on the ground that the 
sections of the bylaw under which the 
proceedings were taken are ultra vires, 
the bylaw going beyond the powers con- 
ferred by the statute, it will be re- 
membered that the city sued Mr. Blygh 
for $500, the amount of a license as u 
transient trader for six months. This 
license fee was demanded by Collector 
Winsby on the 15th tilt., and Mr. Blygh 
declined to pay the a mount or put up 
the security, in lien of payment, that 
he would continue in business for one 
year. 

Mr. Harold Robertson, who appeared 
for Mr. Blygh, argued in the court on 
Monday that the bylaw went further 
than the provisions of the .statute war- 
ranted in several respects, hut chiefly 
inasmuch as the bond required as se- 
curity v.-a's for double the amount of the 
license and made the trader issuing it 
liable to forfeit the bond unless he "per- 
sonally remained" in the city during the 
twelve months, paid the revenue tax and 
carried on a "bona fide" business dur- 
ing that period. These conditions were 
not contemplated in the statute and 
were, according to Mr. Robertson's con- 
tention, clearly ultra vires of the city 
council. The magistrate took this view 
also and granted Mr. Robertson's mo- 
tion for a dismissal of the case. 

There is another summons out against 
Mr. Blygh in which the information is 
laid under another section of the by- 
law defining the transient trader differ- 
ently, namely, as one who "occupies 
premises for a temporary period and 
offers for sale by auction nr otherwise 
goods." etc. No action will be taken 
on this information, however, until the 
city solicitor, Mr. Bradburn, receives 
furt her instructions from the council. 

Mr. Bradburn asked the magistrate to 
give a decision in writing as it is pos- 
sible that, to further test the validity 
of the bylaw, on appeal will be taken 
to the Supreme court. Mr. Bradburn 
contended that the bylaw did not go 
outside the provisions of the statute in 
reality, as the. conditions of the bond 
only meant that the trader should carry 
on a legitimate business for the year 
and did nor mean that he should actu- 
ally remain in the city nil the time. 

The two subsections dealing with the 
matter before the court are us follows: 

8b. In the interpretation of the said 
schedule "A" to this bylaw the words 
"transient trader" shall mean any trader 
who, when beginning business in a 
municipality, and when requested to do 
so by the municipality, refuses to give 
to the municipality security for the 
amount of the license that he will carry 
on business as a trader in the munici- 
pality for not less than one year. 

8c. Every transient trader beginning 
business shall, on demand by the city 
treasurer or collector, deposit with the 
city treasurer or collector a bond exe- 
cuted by himself and two good and 
sufficient sureties resident in the muni- 
cipality in the penal sum of $1,000 con- 
ditioned for the avoidance of the same 
if the transient trader personally re- 
mains and bona lido carries on business 
within the municipality for one year 
and duly pays the revenue tax provided 
by this bylaw applicable to his particu- 
lar business, occupation or calling, or 
in lieu of the bond a cash deposit of 
SI. 'Kill shall be made. 



SHIPMENT Oh' GOLD. 

The Yukon Metal Goes to Seattle, but 
There Is No Loss. 

Now that the rebate has been removed 
from the gold sold through the local 
assay office, the business of gold-buying 
has steadily decreased ami nearly all 
of the precious metal produced in the 
Yukon goes to Scuttle. The officials of 
the local assay otlice claim that there 
is no loss to the community incurred in 
this way. The gold would go to the 
States in any event us there is no Cun- 
adian mint, and as a matter of fact 
the cost of assaying the metal would 
represent n loss to the government. The 
only gold-buying that is profitable to 
the community is that done from indi- 
vidual miners who, the assumption is, 
spend their money in the place where 
they sell their gold. 

Formerly the Dominion government 
allowed a rebate on the royalty charged 
on gold obtained in the Klondike which 
was sold on this side, but it was found 
that, in the opinion of the officials, the 
results did not justify the rebate and 
it was- removed. 

The general opinion in mining circles 
is that, hud the Dominion government 
encouraged the sale of gold in the Do- 
minion in the first instance, the cities 
of British Columbia would have benefit 
ed very greatly, bill the effort to get 
tin' business was made too late — nfter 
it had been definitely lost.

eral-Conservatives at Ottawa would 
have been !n power today had they re- 
carded in tjjne the warnings of the pub- 
lic pulse. All governments arc apt to 
become calloused in the fancied security 
of their position; hut all in time have a 



THE CANDIDATES IN LILLOOET. 

The Inland Sentinel lias devoted over 
a column to an analysis of the personal 
characteristics of the candidates in Yule, 
with special attention to those of Mr. 
McDonald, the Conservative candidate. 
Those of us who ha,'e known Mr. Mc- 
Donald would hardly recognize him in 
the pen picture of the Sentinel. He 
has generally been regarded as a likable 
man, honest in his dealings with hi 
fellow-men, and one who has performed 
his work as a public servant well. His 
popularity in the riding was evidenced 
last year when he was allowed to be 
returned by acclamation. If there had 
been a man available strong enough to 
have bad any prospects of defeating 
him there can be no doubt that he would 
have Ibeeu placed in the held. Now we 
are told that he possesses pra'ctieally 
all the qualities which servo to make a 
man unpopular and disliked. He has 
been described as striving "to bo all 
things to all men," ungrateful to his 
friends, as a deceitful dealer in inuen- 
does, a man of no ability, one versed in 
duplicity, and as a possessor of low 
cunning. We do not know how far this 
enumeration of his alleged shortcom- 
ings will go towards defeating him; but 
if the electors of Lillooet are like tho 
ordinary elector thej will lie inclined 
to resent imputations ad to the char- 
acter of a man which they have had 
much better opportunity of judging than 
has the editor of a paper published in 
an adjoining riding. Wo see no reason, 
and much less judgment displayed, in 
such treatment of a political candi- 
date. 

As to Mr. Stoddart, whom we all 
know well, we presume if some one set 
his mind to it he could paint a very 
black and dirty picture or him. It is 
a kind of artistic talent that almost 
amounts to genius with some political 
writers; but to those who come in dnily 
contact with him it would servo no 
useful purpose. It might amuse or it 
might irritate according to mental tem- 
perament. Mr. Stoddart is, however, 
personally, neither better nor worse for 
being the Opposition candidate. lie 
used to be a strong man in the riding 
and doubtless has many friends still. 
In this contest it is not n question of 
Mr. McDonald or Mr. Stoddart so much 
as a question of principle. The issue 
before the electors of Lillooet is: "Shall 
the present Government be sustained?" 
Are we to have stable government or 
are we to be thrown back into a condi- 
tion of political turmoil and unrest'.' 
Has the present Government carried out 
its promises to give the people economi- 
cal administration and restore public 
credit by bringing the finances to a con- 
dition of equilibrium? Are wo to be 
another of the tails to be tied to the 
great parabolic cornet just now blazing 
at Ottawa and form part of the obse- 
quious Slftoniah retinue of the great 
West? As to the last, we trow not.

ways. When one Cuds a straight line he 
is quite safe In assuming that man had n 
bund in eliminating the beautiful curves it 
would otherwise have taken.

Forest (Ires are raging ni various places 
In South East Kooteuay, according to the 
Fort Steele Prospector. A large forest 
Are is raging Just west of Fort Steele 
junction. Thousands of feet of timber 
have been destroyed. The Ore started 
during the early part of last week, and 
hiiH burned over an urea of several miles 
The Qames raged with much fury oi 
both sides of the railway track. The On 
Is thought to have started from sparks 
thrown out from a passing engine. Three 
other largo forest flreS are raging west of 
Fort Steele. One on tributaries of the 
St. Mary's river, 30 miles west of Fort 
Steele, one on the north fork of Wild 
Horse creek, and one southwest ot Moyle. 
All have burned over many hundreds of 
acres of line timber land. Great clouds of 
smoke are seen at Steele every day in the 
west. 

Log driving on tho St. Mary's and Koote- 
uay rivers came to an end this week. Over 
5,000,000 feet of logs are now held in the 
boom of the Crow's Nest Pass Lumber 
Company at Wardner. As far as natural 
conditions aro concerned, the lumber oper- 
ations of the Crow's Nest Pass company 
have been most satisfactory. Never In 
the history of the company have condi- 
tions us to quantity of logs, plenty of water 
In the St. Mary's river, and consequently 
the easy driving of logs been so perfect. It 
Is estimated that there was between five 
and six million feet of logs on the St. 
Mary's and Kooteuay rivers during the 
big drive; these are now secure In the big 
booms of the company at Wardner. The 
Moyle Lumber Company has landed nearly 
8,000,000 feet of logs in Moyle lake, oppo- 
site the mill.

It 
is calculated that the survey will take 
two or three seasons, but the men w 11 
come out this fall and resume operations 
as early as possible next year. The 
British and United States governments 
are each supplying an equal number id 
bronze posts for marking the boundaty. 
Tiie commissioners do not kjww how 
long I hey will have to remain up north, 
bill probably not more than a couple ol 
months.

New York, Aug. 4.— The brilliant pros- 
pect for the eottou crop as revealed by 
yesterday's publication of the government 
estimate' was tlie dominant Influence In 
the stock market today, but this wanted 
somewhat in the course of the session.

Very little pressure to sell 
stocks developed, but a marked indisposi- 
tion to make speculative commitments, 
Which resulted In a running down of the 
rate of activity to near the point of idle- 
ness. It is not likely that confidence In 
the harvesting of a bumper cotton crop 
will be impaired except by the much more 
decisive indications of deteriorating that! , 
was presented today. The upward bound Rarkerville ... . 
lu wheat quickly affected tlie stock market J' ort Simpson .., 
and that and the disposition to take profits 
affected the cotton stock as well. Tlie 
effect of the maintenance of the Erie pre- 
ferred dividend bad been discounted yes- 
terday before its declaration. The report 
of it large purchase of pig Iron lead to 
some realizing in the Iron and steel stocks. 
The fact that the dividend will lie de- 
ducted from United States Steel preferred 
on Saturday served to recall the heavy 
Belling which followed the deduction 'of 
the last dividend and gave an uncertain 
tone to the stock. 

Stock exchange dipped away from the 
gold export point. The weekly statement 
of tlie Hank of England, however, showed 
that institution to be still losing gold, and 
the same Is true of the Hank of France.
